The  largest  bone  known  to  man  is 
on  display  in  the  BYU  Earth  Sciences 
Preparation  Laboratory  (ESPL). 

The  bone,  a  400-pound  humerus 
bone  of  “Supersaurus”  is  among  a 
collection  of  bones  and  prehistoric 
artifacts  in  the  laboratory,  according  to 
Dr.  James  A.  Jensen,  vertebrate 
paleontologist  at  BYU. 

The  laboratory  is  open  from  7:30 
a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.,  Monday  through 
Friday,  Dr.  Jensen  said.  The  building  is 
located  across  from  Cougar  Stadium  on 


North  Canyon  Road,  just  north  of  Page 
School. 

“Supersaurus,”  a  creature  which 
towered  five  stories  above  the  earth  is 
as  yet  officially  unnamed.  Dr.  Jensen  is 
collaborating  with  a  group  of  scientists 
to  name  this  and  other  fragments . 

Dr.  Jensen,  a  former  member  of  the 
Harvard  Museum  staff,  has  spent  15 
years  exploring,  excavating  and 
researching.  The  collection  boasts  a 
variety  of  petrified  artifacts  ranging 
from  a  prehistoric  cat  to  a 
250-million-year-bld-egg. 
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Tough  crime  fight 
pledged  by  Ford 


MIAMI  (AP)  -  President  Ford  said 
Monday  that  a  crusade  against  crime, 
including  a  drive  to  jail  career  criminals 
and  “violent  and  street-wise”  youthful 
offenders,  would  keynote  the  first  100 
days  of  a  new  term  if  he  wins  the 
election. 

Ford  said  the  voters  should  and  will 
check  their  ballots  on  Nov.  2  “and 
identify  those  candidates  who  have 
demonstrated  indifference  or 
permissiveness  toward  crime.  .  .” 

Ford’s  appearance  here  closed  out  his 
three-day  campaign  swing  through 
Democratic  presidential  candidate 
Jimmy  Carter’s  home  territory,  the 
Deep  South  and  he  was  to  return  to 
Washington  later  on  Monday. 

In  a  stern  law-and-order  speech  to 
more  than  2,000  policemen,  Ford 
accused  Congress  ,of  inaction  on  his 
own  crime-fighting  proposals  and  said: 

“I  serve  notice  today  that  a  top 
priority  of  the  first  1 00  days,  beginning 
with  Inauguration  Day  for  the  Ford 
administration  next  January,  will  be 
the  rallying  of  America  behind  federal 
anticrime  legislation.” 

Ford’s  speech  to  the  International 
Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  was  in 
tune  with  the  conservative  line  he  has 
espoused  during  the  three  days  of 
campaigning  in  Southern  states. 

The  President  skipped  one  issue  he 
had  pressed  in  four  Sunday 
appearances  along  the  Mississippi  Gulf 
Coast,  where  he  reportedly  declared  his 
opposition  to  federal  gun  registration. 
He  said  all  law-abiding  citizens  should 
have  the  right  to  keep  firearms  for  then- 
own  protection  and  should  not  be 
required  to  register  guns  if  they  want 
to  go  hunting. 

The  administration  does  advocate 
restrictions  on  some  cheap  handguns, 
although  Ford  didn’t  mention  that 
Sunday.  The  President  also  favors 


mandatory  sentences  for  crimes  in 
which  a  gun  is  used. 

Carter’s  position  on  gun  control  is 
that  he  favors  registration  of  handguns 
and  a  ban  on  the  sale  of  cheap 
“Saturday  night  specials,”  but  no 
restrictions  on  rifles  and  shotguns. 

The  police  chiefs’  association  has  not 
taken  a  position  on  gun  control  or 
registration,  but  the  issue  is  expected 
to  come  up  when  its  Miami  convention 
adopts  policy  resolutions  later  this 
week. 

Ford  told  the  convention  that 
“Congress  has  done  nothing”  on  his 
crime-fighting  proposals,  including  an 
overhaul  of  the  federal  criminal  code, 
mandatory  minimum  sentences  for 
violent  or  repeated  federal  offenders, 
compensation  of  victims  and  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  federal 
judges. 

“Too  many  politicians  today  are 
underestimating  the  public  concern 
about  crime,”  he  said.  “Just  as  the 
police  identify  career  criminals, 
American  voters  will  examine  then- 
ballots  in  November  and  identify  those 
candidates  who  have  demonstrated 
indifference  or  permissiveness  toward 
crime,  and  they  should.” 

Among  the  steps  Ford  outlined  to 
the  police  chiefs  were : 

—A  new  proposal  to  impose  “strict 
controls  and  more  stringent  penalties 
to  stamp  out  the  threat  of  political 
terrorism.  . .”  The  President  gave  no 
details,  and  a  White  House  spokesman 
said  there  would  be  none  until  after  the 


election.  The  spokesman  said  Ford 
would  make  specific  recommendations 
next  year. 

—The  creation  of  a  new  council  on 
crime,  to  include  the  heads  of  all 
federal  agencies  involved  in 
crime-fighting  programs.  It  will  be 
headed  by  Atty.  Gen.  Edward  Levi, 
and  a  spokesman  said  it  will  be  set  up 
within  a  few  days. 

Ford  said  the  council  would  review 
current  policies  and  recommend 
changes  to  lower  the  crime  rate,  and 
would  develop  “a  comprehensive 
five-year  plan  for  crime  control  and 
criminal  justice  through  the  federal 
government.” 

—An  expanded  program  of  federal 
assistance  to  local  governments  to 
combat  career  criminals  by  putting 
them  in  prison.  “The  career  criminal  is 
a  one-man  crime  wave,”  Ford  said.  “He 
commits  between  50  and  80  per  cent 
of  all  serious  crimes.” 

Ford  said  the  Law  Enforcement 
Assistance  Adminstration  will  expand  a 
pilot  program  launched  1 6  months  ago 
in  12  jurisdictions  to  deal  with  habitual 
offenders.  Under  it,  repeated  offenders 
were  assigned  to  special  district 
attorney  units  for  speedy  trial  and 
punishment. 

Ford  said  the  pilot  program 
identified  more  than  2,000  repeated 
offenders  who  were  1  accused  of  new 
crimes,  and  led  to  95  per  cent 
conviction  rate  with  average  sentences 
of  20  years  in  prison.

SALISBURY,  Rhodesia  (AP)  -  The 
leader  of  Rhodesian  black  guerrillas 
based  in  Mozambique  said  Monday  his 
forces  should  be  given  military  control 
of  Rhodesia  under  the  proposed 
transitional  government  leading  to 
black  majority  rule. 

Robert  Mugabe,  who  claims  to 
command  some  10,000  guerrillas  of  the 
Zimbabwe  People’s  Army  (ZIPA),  said 
in  an  interview  in  Lusaka,  the  capital  of 
Zambia: 

“There  must  be  a  disintegration  of 
Prime  Minister  Ian  Smith’s  military 
power.  Our  forces  must  move  in  to 
replace  the  settler  forces  in  Zimbabwe, 
or  else  the  proposals  would  be  a  sham 
and  hollow.” 

Smith  heads  the  white  minority 
government  of  Rhodesia,  a  breakaway 
British  colony  called  Zimbabwe  by 
black  nationalists. 

Both  Smith  and  the  presidents  of  five 
nearby  black  nations  have  said  they 
accept  the  idea,  pushed  by  Britain  and 
the  United  States,  of  setting  up  an 
interim  government  to  prepare 
Rhodesia  for  majority  rule. 

But  they  have  disagreed  on  whether 
the  interim  administration  should  be 


shared  equally  by  Rhodesia’s.  278,000 
whites  and  6.4  million  blacks,  as  Smith 
proposed,  or  whether  it  should  be 
under  a  black  majority. 

At  a  summit  meeting  Sunday,  the 
leaders  of  Tanzania,  Zambia, 
Mozambique,  Angola  and  Potswana  — 
regarded  as  the  “front  line”  states  in 
the  battle  for  black  majority  rule  in 
Rhodesia  —  also  objected  to  letting 
Smith  set  up  the  interim  government, 
and  said  they  want  Britain  to  convene  a 
conference  outside  Rhodesia  for  the 
purpose.  The  British  immediately 
announced  preparations  for  such  a 
meeting. 

The  black  Africans  also  reaffirmed 
their  commitment  to  continued  armed 
struggle  by  black  guerrillas: 

The  Rhodesian  government  said  that 
the  plan  it  had  proposed  had  been 
handed  over  by  Secretary  of  State 
Henry  Kissinger  after  his  11-day 
African  shuttle,  and  that  the  Africans 
were  now  backing  out  of  the 
agreement. 

But  the  State  Department  in 
Washington  said  the  plan  outlined  by 
Smith  had  never  been  approved  by  the 
Africans. 


U.S.  fuel  imports 
climb  16  per  cent 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  nation’s 
dependence  on  foreign  fuels  continued 
to  increase  this  year  with  oil  imports 
up  16.7  per  cent  in  the  first  six 
months,  the  Federal  Energy 
Administration  says. 

The  findings,  in  FEA’s  latest 
monthly  statistics,  coincided  with 
published  reports  —  denied  by  the 
State  Department  —  that  Saudi  Arabia 
was  threatening  a  new  oil  embargo  if 
the  U.S.  Congress  adopts  legislation 
unfavorable  to  the  Arab  economic 
boycott  of  Israel. 

Before  the  Arab  nations  interrupted 
oil  shipments  in  1973,  the  United 
States  imported  about  35  per  cent  of 
its  petroleum.  The  import  level  was 
about  the  same  in  early  1975. 

But  oil  imports  increased  to  more 
than  39  per  cent  of  U.S.  petroleum 
demand  in  the  first  half  of  this  year, 
the  FEA  says. 

Weighed  against  the  U.S. 
consumption  of  energy  from  all 
sources,  imports  of  fossil  fuels,  mainly 
oil  and  natural  gas,  provided  about 

20.3  per  cent  of  total  energy  demand 
during  the  first  five  months  of  1976, 
compared  with  18.3  per  cent  a  year 
earlier. 

Gas  price  up 

The  FEA  monthly  report  also 
indicated  that  the  average  price  of 
regular  gasoline  was  about  4  cents  per 
gallon  higher  in  the  first  half  of  1976 
than  in  the  corresponding  period  of 
1976. 

But  the  figures  did  not  show  any 
apparent  connection  between  the  price 
rise  and  the  increase  of  oil  imports. 

Most  U.S.  gasoline  is  refined  in 
domestic  refineries  from  crude  oil.  The 
average  price  of  crude  oil,  including 


both  U.S.  -  produced  and  imported, 
rose  only  about  1 .4  cents  per  gallon 
during  the  same  period,  and  that  was 
mainly  due  to  price  increases  on 
domestic  crude  oil. 

Summing  up  its  findings  for  the  first 
half  of  1976,  the  FEA  came  up  with 
this  picture  of  U.S.  energy  supply  and 
demand: 

—Energy  consumption  for  the  first 
five  months  was  up  1.5  per  cent,  while 
U.S.  energy  production  for  the  first  six 
months  was  down  one  per  cent. 

-The  gap  was  filled  by  higher  energy 
imports.  Crude  oil  imports  increased  33 
per  cent,  but  were  partly  offset  by  a  1 3 
per  cent  decline  in  imports  of  refined 
petroleum  products.  Natural  gas 
imports  increased  5  per  cent.  Taken 
together,  fossil  fuel  imports  rose  some 
16.6  per  cent,  corresponding  essentially 
to  the  net  increase  in  oil  imports. 

Demand  increased 

-Consumption  of  petroleum 
products  outraced  the  general  increase 
in  energy  demand,  rising  some  3.8  per 
cent  “due  mainly  to  a  4.7  per  cent  rise 
in  motor  gasoline  demand.” 

—Although  U.S.  energy  production 
decline  was  considerably  less  than  the 

3.3  per  cent  drop”  from  1974  to  1975, 
“and  is  an  indication  that  the  3-year 
slump  in  domestic  energy  production 
may  be  leveling  off.” 

—  This  optimistic  appraisal  stems 
mainly  from  a  4.1  per  cent  increase  in 
coal  production  and  a  10.8  per  cent 
increase  in  nuclear  power  generation. 
Natural  gas  production  slid  another  3.7 
per  cent,  domestic  oil  output  declined 
2.7  per  cent,  and  hydroelectric  power, 
partly  dependent  on  the  weather,  ran 

4.4  per  cent  behind  the  first  six  months 
of  1976.

College  salary 
up  6.7  per  cent 

The  average  salary  for  men  on  college  and 
university  faculties  rose  6.7  per  cent  last  year,  while 
the  average  for  women  faculty  members  rose  6.1  per 
cent. 

These  figures  are  part  of  an  annual,  report  on 
college  and  university  faculty  composition  and 
salaries  released  by  Administrator  Marie  D.  Eldridge 
of  the  National  Center  for  Educational  Statistics 
(NCES). 

The  overall  difference  between  men  and  women’s 
salaries  rose  8.2  per  cent  while  women’s  rose  7.2  per 
cent,  Mrs.  Eldridge  said.  “The  dollar  gap  between 
men  and  women’s  salaries  is  now  greater  than  in 
1974-75  at  all  faculty  ranks,”  she  said.

SACRAMENTO,  Calif.  (AP)  -  It’s  that 
most  kids  want  to  get  out  of  school  early. 
California  high  school  students  have  had  such 
a  chance  for  nearly  a  year,  but  so  far,  few 
have  taken  advantage. 

When  the  state  first  offered  its  proficiency 
test  for  16-and- 17-year-olds  last  December, 
allowing  those  who  passed  to  leave  school 
early,  some  students  scoffed  at  sample 
questions  like  these: 

-Which  is  the  best  buy,  1  pound  for  50 
cents,  VA  pounds  for  66  cents,  or  3  pounds 
for  $1.40? 

-If  you  paid  for  a  $3.75  item  with  a  $5 
bill,  what  bills  and  coins  would  you  get  as 
change? 

The  test  goes  beyond  the  math  items  to 
measure  “survival  skills”:  filling  out  a  work 
complaint,  using  a  dictionary,  reading  a 
measuring  cup,  balancing  a  checkbook, 
writing  away  for  a  mail-order  product  figuring 
the  price  of  carpet  to  cover  a  room,  writing  a 


short  personal  letter  or  a  brief  essay  on  a 
topic  like  nuclear  power. 

The  answers  to  the  first  three  questions,  by 
the  way,  are  VA  pounds  for  66  cents,  one 
dollar  and  one  quarter,  and  $.76.  They  are 
only  samples,  not  actual  test  questions,  which 
are  closely  guarded. 

Though  many  states  offer  high  school 
equivalency  tests  for  older  dropouts,  the 
California  - 


The  Department  of  Education  concedes  the 
test  isn’t  a  grueling  academic  exam.  Math 
problems,  for  example,  don’t  go  beyond  the 
seventh  or  eighth  grade  level. 

But  department  officials  say  a  passing  score 
puts  a  student  in  the  top  half  of  high  school 
students  in  the  state,  according  to  a  sample 
tests  given  to  seniors  last  year. 

In  one  sense,  the  first  test  results  are 
reassuring  for  school  districts.  Some  had 
feared  a  flood  of  students  would  leave, 
costing  schools  thousands  of  dollars  in  aid 
under  the  state’s  per-pupil  revenue  formula.

1 whitewashed '  look

MANILA  (AP)  —  On  orders  of  the  government, 
residents  of  Manila  are  hastily  building  walls  around 
vacant  lots  and  painting  fences  and  homes  to  give  the 
city  a  clean  look  for  meetings  here  of  some  of  the 
world’s  most  influential  financiers. 

Police  are  making  door-to-door  checks  for 
compliance  in  some  neighborhoods. 

The  activity  is  part  of  the  campaign  to  give  this  city 
of  4.5  million  what  President  Ferdinand  E.  Marcos 
calls  a  “dignified  and  proud  face”  for  the  annual  joint 
meetings  of  the  International  Monetary 
Fund  (IMF)  andWorld  Bank  starting  Oct.  4  about 
3,5000  conferees  will  descend  on  Manila. 

Leading  the  cleanup  is  Marcos’s  Wife  Imelda,  who  is 
also  governor  of  metropolitan  Manila. 

Residents  have  complained  about  the  tough 
approach  of  the  police  and  leaders  of  barangays,  the 
local  precinct  units  created  under  martial  law  in  force 
here  since  September  1972.  The  Civil  Liberties  Union 
has  complained  that  homeowners  were  being 
“compelled  to  whitewash  the  front  of  their  homes 
and  fences  for  the  benefit  of  the  IMF.” 

Campaign  supporters  claim  the  cleanup  has  worked

George  Harris  was  only  a  decoy  on  the  play.  After 
all,  he  hadn’t  caught  a  pass  all  season. 

But,  with  time  running  out  and  Brigham  Young’s 
primary  receivers  covered  on  the  play,  quarterback 
Gifford  Nielsen  lofted  a  43-yard  pass  to  Harris, 
hoping  for  an  interference  call. 

He  got  more  than  that,  as  the  second-string  wide 
receiver  made  the  reception  that  lifted  the  Cougars  to 
a  23-16  victory  over  Arizona  in  a  key  WAC  football 
game  Saturday  night  in  Tucson. 

Harris’  TD  catch  with  three  seconds  left  gave  the 
Cougars  a  2-0  mark  in  the  WAC  and  severely  damaged 
Arizona’s  title  hopes,  dropping  the  Wildcats  to  0-1 . 

“We  sent  Harris  deep  and  brought  a  back 
underneath  hoping  to  get  10  yards  or  more  to  set  up 
a  field  goal,”  said  BYU  Coach  LaVell  Edwards.  “But 
Arizona  had  that  option  covered  so  we  went  long. 

“Some  athletes  on  this  team,  like  Harris,  are  not 
getting  enough  action.  But  when  the  call  came  he  was 
equal  to  the  task.” 

Arizona  had  tied  the  score  with  4:20  left  when  Lee 
Pistor  kicked  a  39-yard  field  goal,  his  third  of  the 
game. 

Five  other  WAC  teams  played  non-league 
opponents  Saturday.  Arizona  State  fell  to  0-2  on  the 
year  with  a  31-22  loss  to  California,  Wyoming  used  a 
tough  defense  to  whip  Utah  State  20-3,  Colorado 
State  finally  got  its  offense  untracked  in  a  24-3 


triumph  over  Wichita  State,  New  Mexico  bowed  to 
20th-ranked  Texas  Tech  20-16,  and  winless  Utah  was 
edged  by  Oregon  21-13.  Texas-El  Paso  was  idle. 

“We  are  in  bad  shape  defensively,”  admitted  ASU 
Coach  Frank  Kush  after  California  ran  almost  at  will 
against  the  Sun  Devils.  “They  really  didn’t  have  too 
much  trouble  with  us.”  Markey  Crane,  Oliver  Hillman 
and  Tom  Newton  combined  for  281  yards  rushing 
and  three,  touchdowns  for  the  Bears.  ASU 
quarterback  Dennis  Sproul  passed  for  232  yards  and 
two  TDs,  including  a  93-yard  fourth-quarter  toss  to 
Larry  Mucker. 

Wyoming  exploded  for  17  pdints  in  the  second 
quarter  to  boost  its  season  log  to  2-1.  Defensive 
tackle  Leon  Broussard  accounted  for  one  of  the 
scores  by  running  12  yards  with  a  blocked  punt,  and 
Kevin  McClain  set  up  the  other  TD  with  an 
interception.  “Our  defense  looked  like  they  were  mad 
at  people,”  said  Wyoming  Coach  Fred  Akers. 

CSU  got  its  first  victory  of  the  season  as  junior 
Mark  Davis  ran  for  two  scores  and  freshman  Norris 
Jones  streaked  55  yards  for  another.  Despite  a  steady 
rain,  the  Rams  ground  out  315  yards  rushing,  and  the 
defense  held  the  Shockers  to  only  three  net  yards  on 
the  ground.

Coach  Sherald  James  said  he  was  pleased  about 
BYU’s  performance  for  an  opening  meet.  He  said  the 
Marines  were  strong  and  the  altitude  might  have  hurt 
them  some. 


“It  gave  me  a  good  idea  about  the  type  of  team  we 
have,”  said  BYU’s  coach.  “We  have  talent  —  it’s 
injuries  that  worry  me.” 

James  figures  that  a  healthy  BYU  team  should  be 
able  to  challenge  a  powerful  UTEP  team  for  the 
conference  title. 

UTEP  is  favored  to  win  the  NCAA  by  “Harrier 
Magazine,”  the  “official  cross  country  magazine,” 
James  said.  BYU  is  tabbed  for  fourth  in  the 
conference  by  the  same  magazine,  he  added. 

James  said  he  is  not  concerned  with  the  ranking, 
even  though  he  said  this  is  his  most  talented  team 
ever.  It  will  give  the  team  something  to  shoot  for. 

Reflecting  on  the  meet  with  the  Marines,  the 
Cougar  mentor  said  the  team  needs  to  learn  to  get  the 
fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  BYU  man  closer  to  the  front. 

“Then  we  will  be  a  solid  unit,”  James  added. 

He  also  said  the  team  will  concentrate  on  getting 
into  better  shape  over  the  next  few  weeks. 

The  Cougars  will  not  see  competition  again  until 
Oct.  9  when  they  will  head  to  Logan.  Utah  State, 
Weber  State,  Wyoming  and  Idaho  State  are  all 
expected  to  send  teams  to  the  meet. 


Soccer  team  prepares 
for  weekend  invitational 


The  BYU  soccer  team  is  preparing 
for  the  annual  BYU  Invitational 
coming  up  Thursday,  Friday  and 
Saturday,  after  recording  a  1-2  record 
in  the  Far  West  Classic  last  weekend. 

The  two  losses  were  3-1  to  Biola  and 
1-0  to  Westmont  College.  In  the  Biola 
game  a  defensive  error  by  the  Cats  led 
to  a  BYU-scored  goal  for  Biola.  The  Y 
rallied  to  tie  the  game  with  a  penalty 
kick  by  Cliff  Tabor,  but  allowed  Biola 
to  score  two  moire  quick  goals  and  win 
the  game. 

The  game  against  Westmont  was  a 
defensive  struggle  with  the  Cougars 
allowing  only  one  goal,  but  that  score 
stood  up  for  a  Westmont  victory. 

In  the  2-0  win  over  Cal-Poly,  BYU 
scored  on  a  goal  by  Georges  Spagnolo 
when  he  banged  in  a  rebound  off  a  free 
kick  taken  by  Gerardo  Greco. 

The  other  score  came  when  Daniel 
Pereyra  kicked  in  a  loose  ball  after 


Steve  Osborne  had  taken  a  shot  which 
hit  the  crossbar.  Goalkeeper  Garth 
Baker  made  a  couple  of  key  saves  to 
preserve  the  win  for  the  Cougars. 

Coach  Jim  Dusara  said  the  team  was 
hampered  by  the  absence  of  key 
players  Brig  Ord,  Hugo  Rodier  and 
Roger  Johnson  because  of  injuries. 

Dusara  said  the  Cougars  need  to 
shake  off  the  two  losses  and 
“concentrate  on  the  remaining  games, 
especially  the  upcoming  Invitational, 
which  hopefully  will  be  a  turning  point 
in  our  season.”

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DENVER  (AP)  -  Gifford  Nielsen, 
whose  arm  has  rocketed  BYU  to  the 
top  of  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference,  Monday  was  named  the 
WAC  offensive  player  of  the  week  for 
his  performance  Saturday  against 
Arizona. 

The  junior  from  Provo,  hit  1 8  of  28 
passes  in  the  23-16  Cougar  victory,  but 
the  pass  that  will  be  remembered 
originated  on  the  Wildcat  43  yard-line 
with  14  seconds  to  go  in  the  game. 

In  a  driving  rainstorm,  Nielsen 
dropped  back,  sent  reserve  receiver 
.George  Harris  deep  as  a  decoy, 
planning  to  hit  a  short  pass  to  set  up  a 
game-winning  field  goal. 

The  short  man  was  covered.  Nielsen 
shook  off  a  couple  of  attempted 


tackles,  ran  toward  the  sideline  and 
fired  to  Harris.  Three  seconds  showed 
on  the  clock  as  he  scored  the  winning 
touchdown.  The  victory  gave  BYU  a 
2-0  league  record. 

“Giffqrd  handled  the  team  well  in 
light  of  the  weather  conditions,”  said 
BYU  Coach  LaVell  Edwards.

Hawaiian  trip  fulfills  dreams 


The  dreams  of  some  day  traveling  to 
Hawaii  and  becoming  part  of  the 
culture  and  the  islands  have  come  true 
for  415  BYU  “Hawaii  Study  Abroad” 
students. 

Heading  for  Honolulu  in  a  chartered 
jet,  136  BYU  students  left  L.A. 
International  in  August  1975.  This 
pioneering  group  was  just  the  beginning 
for  the  new  program  under  the 
direction  of  BYU  Travel  Study. 

A  few  comments  of  some  who  have 
gone  and  returned  are: 

“It  was  just  like  a  paradise.” 

“I  definitely  want  to  return  and  live 
for  five,  10,  or  maybe  even  15  years.” 

“Loved  every  minute  I  was  there.” 

Getting  off  the  plane  in  Honolulu, 
Kathy  Hamilton,  a  junior  in  recreation 
education  from  La  Crescenta, 
California  found  Polynesians  there  to 
greet  the  entire  study  group  with  the 
traditional  leis.  From  there  they  were 
all  escorted  to  the  BYU-Hawaii 
campus. 

The  campus  is  located  on  what  is 
called  the  “North  Shore”  on  the  island 
of  Laie.  “I  was  a  little  disappointed  at 
first,”  said  Miss  Hamilton.  “It  was 
raining,  the  campus  was  smaller  than  I 


had  expected,  since  school  didn’t  start 
for  a  few  more  days,  there  were  no 
students  yet.” 

“Campus  is  in  an  unbelieveably 
beautiful  natural  setting,”  Donna 
Chevrier  Duerden,  a  junior  in 
secondary  education  from  Rock  Hill, 
S.C.,  said.  “Everything  is  centrally 
located.  We  lived  right  on  campus  in 
the  dorms  and  it  was  only  a 
four-minute  walk  to  the  temple  or  to 
the  PCC  (Polynesian  Cultural  Center). 
If  you  ever  needed  a  place  to  be  by 
yourself,  there  were  always  places  close 
by  right  on  campus.” 

“I  took  several  classes  that  would 
help  me  to  get  to  know  the  people  and 
feel  tjhe  Spirit  of  Aloha,”  remarked 
David  Duerden,  a  senior  in  pre-med 
from  Provo.  (He  and  Donna  met  while 
in  Hawaii  and  were  married  six  months 
after  returning.) 

Desiring  to  learn  more  about  the 
various  cultures  represented  in  Hawaii, 
many  of  those  on  “Study  Abroad” 
took  classes  such  as  Polynesian  dances, 
ukulele  playing,  various  cultural 
languages  and  Polynesian  history  and 
music,  combining  them  with  their 
general  education  classes. 

Classes  are  smaller  and  the  “teachers 
are  able  to  give  each  individual  more 
attention,  because  there  are  only 


900-1,000  students,”  Duerden 
continued. 

The  enrollment  was  increased  this 
semester  to  1,500  and  the  Travel  Study 
group  was  increased  from  150  to  250. 

“The  pace  of  living  is  much  slower, 
and  the  atmosphere  is  much  more 
casual  than  it  is  here  in  Provo.  I  found 
it  much  easier  to  study  because  I  didn’t 
feel  any  pressure  or  tension,”  Duerden 
said. 

“I  came  back  with  a  different  set  of 
values,”  said  Lori  Marler,  a  junior  in 
elementary  education  from  Escondido, 
Calif.,”  The  Polynesian  people  are  very 
unselfish  and  will  do  anything  for  you. 
They  consider  everything  that  is  theirs, 
yours  also.  At  first  they  were  a  little 
difficult  to  get  to  know.  But  once  you 
show  an  interest  they  go  to  any  length 
to  teach  you  about  their  islands  and 
customs.” 

Miss  Hamilton  discovered  that  in 
their  dorm  unit  for  eight,  two  of  her 
roommates  were  from  Alaska,  two 
were  locals  from  Hawaii  and  Oahu,  one 
was  from  Fiji  and  the  other  two  were 
on  Travel  Study  also. 

A  custom  in  Hawaii  is  to  kiss  a  friend 
on  the  cheek  when  greeting  the  person. 
Miss  Marler  discovered  this  when  she 
became  friends  with  one  of  the  locals 
in  her  home  evening  group.  “I  felt 


really  awkward  at  first.  When  I  was 
introduced  to  some  of  Heinie’s  friends, 
it  was  naturally  assumed  that  I  was 
their  friend  also.  I  was  considered  rude 
until  I  finally  caught  on.  For  once  I 
was  in  the  minority,”  she  said. 


“The  Polynesian  people  love  to  feed 
you,”  said  Duerden.  Huki-Laus,  a 
Polynesian  cookout,  very  common,  he 
said.  “Everyone  would  help  pull  the 
net  full  of  fish  onto  the  shore.  Then  we 
would  gather  around  and  eat  long  rice, 
raw  fish,  roast  pig  that  had  been  buried 
all  day  cooking  in  hot  coals,  fresh 
pineapple  and  cocoanuts  from  right  off 
the  trees,”  Duerden  said. 

Eating  raw  crab  for  the  first  time  can 
be  quite  an  experience,  according  to 
Miss  Hamilton  and  Miss  Marler.  “We 
had  all  paddled  over  to  Chinaman  Hat 
Island  on  surfboards.  After  we  had 
been  there  for  awhile  one  of  the  locals 
began  digging  under  some  rocks  along 
the  shore,  pulled  up  a  crab,  tore  off 
one  of  the  legs  and  began  to  eat.  We 
were  finally  convinced  to  try  it,”  said 
Miss  Hamilton. 


“As  I  bit  into  one  of  the  legs,”  Miss 
Marler  recalled,  “one  of  the  leg  muscles 
jerked  in  my  mouth.  It  took  me  quite  a 


while  to  try  it  again.”

Hawaii  semester  Soil  sample  could  indicate  Martian  life 


will  be  discussed 


Dr.  Dan  Andersen 
.  .  .to  speak  on  Hawaii  program 


Dr.  Dan  Andersen,  executive  vice 
president  of  BYU-Hawaii  campus,  will 
speak  on  the  “Semester  in  Hawaii” 
program  today  at  7  p.m.  in  396  ELWC, 
according  to  the  department  of  Travel 
Study. 

Dr.  Andersen  spent  three  years  as 
assistant  dean  of  education  at  Haile 
Sellassie  University  in  Ethiopia  prior  to 
coming  to  Hawaii  last  year.  He  had 
previously  spent  10  years  with  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  three  of  them 
as  assistant  dean. 


PASADENA,  Calif.  (AP)  -  If  a  new 
soil  sample  in  Viking  2’s  laboratory 
shows  signs  of  organic  chemistry,  it 
would  “put  us  very  close  to  saying 
there  is  life  on  Mars,”  a  spokesman  said 
Sunday. 

The  soil  analysis,  needed  to  verify 
previous  tests  which  have  shown 
biological  activity,  will  be  made  by 
remote  control  aboard  the  lander 
today,  the  spokesman  said.  The  results 
will  be  relayed  to  the  Jet  Propulsion 
Laboratory  on  Wednesday. 

“We  should  be  able  to  tell  quickly  if 
there  is  any  organic  material,”  said  the 


spokesman. 

Three  previous  readings  —  two  from 
Viking  1  and  one  from  Viking  2  — 
indicated  the  presence  of  biological 
activity  on  the  planet.  But  the 
scientists  said  they  needed  to  find 
organic  compounds  in  the  chemical 
analysis  tests  before  they  could 
conclude  that  life  exists  on  the  Red 
Planet. 

An  earlier  test  aboard  Viking  1  did 
not  indicate  the  presence  of  organic 
compounds,  which  are  the  building 
blocks  of  life  as  we  know  it  on  Earth. 

The  soil  sample  was  dug  up  Saturday 


by  the  lander’s  robot  arm  in  an 
apparent  dry  stream  bed  the  scientists 
call  “Bonneville  Flats.” 

It  was  deposited  in  the  gas 
chromatograph  mass  spectrometer, 
which  will  take  a  reading  of  gases 
released  after  heat  treatment.  This  is 
the  same  instrument  that  sniffs  the 
Martian  atmosphere  looking  for  the 
presence  of  gases  needed  to  support 
life. 

Another  continuing  experiment 
aboard  both  landers  has  failed  to 
indicate  the  presence  of  life.  This  is  the 
“chicken  soup”  experiment.

Dean  of  the  Graduate  School.  It  was 
formed  with  the  purpose  of 
representing  the  needs  and  interests  of 
the  graduate  students,  providing  a 
forum  for  the  expression  and  a  means 
of  fulfilling  those  needs,  said  Butler. 

In  the  council’s  opening  meeting 
Sept.  8,  Pres.  Dallin  Oaks  spoke  and 
emphasized  the  important  function  of 
the  council.  He  said  graduate  students 
can  upgrade  student  government 
quality  in  academic  life  by  making 
their  influence  felt. 

“Although  BYU  is  predominantly 
undergraduates,  student  government 
should  cater  to  the  needs  of  all,”  Pres. 
Oaks  said.  “We  get  the  type  of 
instruction  we  demand.  Improve  the 
quality  of  your  education  by 
demand-stimulate  the  teacher,”  he 
said. 

Butler  said,  “The  council  encourages 
scholastic  achievement.  One  of  our 
purposes  is  to  help  raise  the  academic 
levels  of  the  undergraduates.  We  want 
to  help  them  realize  the  importance  of 
scholastic  achievement.” 

The  council  initiated  a  departmental 


orientation  program  in  which  the 
departments  present  their  own 
programs  and  regulations  to  the 
graduate  students.  Butler  said  through 
the  Orientation  Committee,  the  council 
allots  $30  to  each  department  that 
holds  an  orientation  for  its  graduate 
students. 

The  orientations  provide  an 
opportunity  for  the  faculty  and 
students  to  meet  and  become 
acquainted.  “We  hope  that  the 
orientation  program  will  continue  to 
grow  until  each  of  the  member 
departments  takes  advantage  of  the 
council’s  financial  assistance,”  said 
Butler. 

One  of  the  group’s  present  goals  is  to 
provide  grants  to  assist  graduate 
students  in  research  writing  and 
presenting  scholarly  papers. 

“These  are  necessary  activities  of  the 
graduate  students  and  we  want  to 
provide  our  own  independent  aid 
program/’  Butler  said. 

The  council’s  biggest  problems  are 
lack  of  publicity  and  lack  of  funds,  said 
Butler.  “Many  graduates  don’t  even 
realize  that  the  Council  exists.  ”

He 
made  it  clear  he  would  repeat  past 
recommendations  for  mandatory 
minimum  sentences  for  certain  federal 
crimes,  revision  of  the  federal  criminal 
code  and  an  increase  in.  the  number  of 
federal  judges. 

Bensinger  said  the  handling  of  drug 
cases  has  created  “a  morale  problem 
for  the  law  enforcement  officers  who 
find  that  the  criminals  they  have 
worked  so  hard  to  arrest  are  back  on 
the  streets  before  they  have  a  chance  to 
complete  their  paperwork.”

Dr.  Decker  will  probe  the  internal  properties  of  metals  showing 
that  the  atoms  which  make  up  the  solids  are  actually  moving  with 
more  freedom  and  motion  than  the  layman  generally  thinks.  The 
consequences  of  this  internal  makeup  of  solids  will  be  discussed. 

Dr.  Decker  is  a  native  of  Provo  with  extensive  education  and 
training  in  experimental  physics.  He  has  done  studies  on  the 
superconductivity  measurements  on  lead  and  has  worked  for 
some  leading  physics  laboratories  in  the  United  States  and  has 
been  on  the  BYU  faculty  since  1958. 

The  Alumni  College  is  a  noncredit  series  co-sponsored  by  the 
BYU  Alumni  Association  and  the  BYU  Division  of  Continuing 
Education. 

The  once-a-week  classes  are  held  in  the  evenings  and  are 
designed  to  help  alumni  and  other  interested  individuals  continue 
learning  in  an  informal  atmosphere.

Cosmetics  no  horseplay  for  groomers 


MEDINA,  Ohio  (AP)  -  They  call 
themselves  the  Super-Groomers. 

They  make  cosmetics  for  Horses. 

“Just  like  makeup  on  a  woman,  it 
makes  you  feel  a  little  bit  better,” 
Gwen  Acquaviva,  a  34-year-old  former 
Miss  Ohio,  says  of  prettying  up  your 
horse. 

She  and  her  husband  are  the  Super 
Groomers  and  have  a  line  of  horse  care 
products,  including  hair  and  hoof 
polish,  sold  in  45,000  North  American 
retail  stores  which  specialize  in  western 
equipment  and  farm  supplies. 

The  couple  has  $1.4  million  in 


annual  sales  after  being  in  the  business 
for  four  years.  Amie  Acquaviva,  30, 
won’t  disclose  his  earnings  of  A.T.S. 
Laboratories  Inc.,  of  which  he  is 
corporate  president.  But  he  says:  “It’s 
a  profitable  enterprise.” 

The  Horse  industry  is  big  business. 

The  American  Horse  Council,  a 
national  trade  association,  estimates  $6 
billion  to  $7  billion  is  spent  annually 
on  supplies  for  8.5  million  horses.  That 
includes  feed,  saddles,  veterinarian 
services  and  other  supplies  such  as 
cosmetics. 


Richard  Rolapp,  executive  vice 
president  of  the  Washington-based 
council,  says  80'  per  cent  of  the 
nation’s  horses  are  used  for  recreation, 
the  other  20  per  cent  are  involved  in 
professional  activities. 

“It’s  a  big  industry,”  he  said, 
“because  a  great  many  people  make 
their  livelihood  from  it  in  some  apsect. 
A  great  many  other  people  enjoy  it.  As 
the  level  of  income  increases,  more 
people  can  afford  to  maintain  them.” 

There  is  no  breakdown  on  how  much 
is  spent  for  grooming. 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Failure  by  the  NAACP  to  raise 
the  $1.6  million  by  the  end  of  the  week  for  bond  in  a 
Mississippi  court  case  would  have  “the  effect  of 
bankruptcy”  for  the  civil  rights  organization,  an 
official  said  Monday. 

A  hurry-up  effort  by  the  NAACP  to  raise  the  bond 
money  is  still  far  short  of  the  goal,  and  Nathaniel 
Jones,  chief  counsel  for  the  organization,  said 
officials  are  “hoping  for  some  development”  in  the 
courts  that  would  give  them  more  time. 

White  merchants  in  Port  Gibson,  Miss.,  won  a  $1.2 
million  judgment  against  the  NAACP  last  week  and 
state  law  requires  125  per  cent  bond  -  $1.6  million 
in  this  case  —  for  appeal.  The  NAACP  must  post  it  by 
Friday. 

NAACP  spokesmen  said  the  organization  has  raised 
$750,000,  some  of  it  in  pledges.  William  Penn,  the 
organization’s  director  of  branches,  said  the  pledges 
had  to  be  turned  into  hard  cash  to  pay  the  bond. 

“We’re  making  progress,  but  we  haven’t  reached 
our  goal  so  far,”  Penn  said.  “We’re  pushing  hard.”
